His Shirt Is Soaked fit Glue and Cot* 
crete and Buttons Always 
Coma 


The onward march of civilisation 
has its obstacles. Shirts being made 
for man and not man for shirts, every 
time a man gets a new shirt or one 
comes back from the laundry th© mor­ 
al uplift needs the application of the 
safety brake and the emergency clutch 
to keep us from dropplng^into the cel­ 
lar again. 
Shirts are made of various kinds of 
materials. After the sewing is 
fin­ 
ished they are left for a few hours 
in a strong mixture of gltfe and con­ 
crete. This fastens the back to 4h© 
bosom and sticks the sleeves together. 
i utton holes are then made in 
tho 
neckband and the band is then steeped 
in cement so that the button holes can-, 
not be opened. The bosom is then. 
adorned with buttons. These butt ow l 
are sewed on with one weak thread, j 
so that when you try to button the 
shirt, after having pried it apart with 
a paper knife and strong language, 
the buttons will fly away merrily. 
Shirts that are laundered are always 
sent back with the lower button but­ 
toned In, and all the 
button 
holes 
glued tight 
0 
Dress shirts are made with veneered 
bosoms, with little round holes where 
the studs are only supposed 
to be. 
pieced. These bosoms are absolutely 
inflexible and the studs cannot be in­ 
serted without the aid of a sledge 
hammer, wh!ch is damaging to. the dis­ 
position.

Diamonds That Explode. 
In his cantor lecture at the London 
Royal Society of Arts Dr. A. E. Tut- 
ton, the leading expert on crystallog- 
raph, said that diamonds were prob- 
bly formed from fused carbon at great 
unknown temperatures and under such 
pressures as could, only exist at enor­ 
mous depths below the surface of the 
earth. 
When they came within the reach of 
the miner they had traveled upwards, 
probably by volcanic action, for a long 
way. 
It was well known that the re­ 
lief from pressure afforded in 
this 
way caused many diamonds to break, 
'as the volcanic rocks in which they 
were first imbedded decayed into the 
famous blue clay. 
Workmen in the 
Kimberley mines knew that diamonds 
often exploded soon after being dug 
out of the earth. 
This explosion was greatly assisted 
by heat, and many accidents had oc­ 
curred by the Kaffirs hiding newly 
found diamonds in their mouths. The 
lecture was illustrated by experiments 
with ten diamond crystals lent by Sir 
W. Crooks.
